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REVISED  REGULATIONS,  ISIAND  OF  GUERNSEY 

Ordinance  of  the  States  II,  Effective  February  15,  1951. 
The  Plants  and  Potatoes , Importation  Ordinance  1951. 

(The  following  condensed  abstracts  from  The  Plants  and  Potatoes  Importation 
Ordinance  1951  supersede  the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  for  the 
Island  of  Guernsey  on  page  13  of  B.  E,  P.  Q.  1*16,  2d  Revision.) 

IMPORTATION  PROVISIONALLY  PROHIBITED 

The  States,  on  the  representations  of  the  States  Committee  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  hereby  order: 

1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  6  hereof,  the  landing  or  transhipment 
in  this  Island  is  hereby  prohibited  of  the  following  five  categories  of  plants: 

(i)  Plants  other  than  those  set  out  in  paragraphs  (ii),  (ill),  (iv),  and 
(v.)  of  this  section  or  potatoes  grown  -in  the  United  States  of  America, 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  or  the  Continent  of  Europe,  unless  the  same 
are  shipped  directly  from  and  have  previously  been,  landed,  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Republic  of  Ireland,  the  Isle  of  Man,  the  Island 
of  Jersey,  or  another  Island  of  this  Bailiwick; 
(ii)  Plants  of  sugar  beet  or  mangold  (Beta  vulgaris  Linn.); 
(ill)  All  species  of  the  genus  Castanea  (Chestnut)  or  the  genus  Populus 
(Poplar); 
(iv)  All  species  of  the  genera  Abies  (Silver  Fir),  Lartx  (Larch),  Plcea 

(Spruce),  Pinus  (Pine),  Pseudotsuga  (Douglas  Fir),  Sequoia  (Redwoods), 
Thuya  (Western  red  cedar,  Arbor  vitae),  or ,  Tsuga  (Bemlock)  of  the  order 
Pinaceae; 
(v)  Chrysanthemum  plants. 

2.  .,  There  are  no  restrictions  on  the  landing  or  transhipment  in  this  Island 
of  plants  landed  in  or  grown  in  and  shipped  directly  to  this  Island  from  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Republic  of  Ireland,  the  Isle  of  Man,  the  Island  of  Jersey, 
or  another  Island  of  this  Bailiwick,  or  of  potatoes  grown  in  and  shipped 
directly  to  this  Island  from  another  Island  in  this  Bailiwick,, 


3.  Refers  to  potatoes  grown  in  the  United  Kingdom,  Eire,  Isle  of  Man  and 
Jersey. 

CERTIFICATION 

.4.  Subject  to  the  foregoing,  the  landing  or  transhipment  in  this  Island  of 
plants  and  potatoes  is  prohibited  unless  the  same  are  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  signed  by  a  duly  authorized  official  of  the  Phytopathological 
Service  of  the  country  in  which  the  same  were  grown  in  such  form  as  the 
Committee  may  prescribe. 

5.  Where  any  consignment  of  plants  or  potatoes  is  required  to  be  accompanied 
by  a  certificate,  the  original  of  such  certificate  shall  be  mailed  to  the 
States  Supervisor,  States  Office,  Guernsey,  by  the  exporter  before  the  con- 
signment is  dispatched,  and  two  copies  of  the  certificate  shall  accompany  the 
consignment,  unless  the  consignment  is  sent  by  mail,  in  which  case  a  copy  of 
the  certificate  shall  be  attached  to  each  package. 

EXCEPTION  TO  PROHIBITION 

6.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  hereinbefore  contained,  the  Committee  may 
at  any  time  in  their  /discretion  permit  the  landing  or  transhipment  of  any 
plants  or, potatoes  on  such  terms* and  conditions  as  they  may  impose. 

7  and  8.  Enforcement  of  Ordinance,  penalties,  disposition  of  restricted 
plants  and  potatoes. 

9.  Repeal  of  previous  enactments. 

EEFINITIONS 

10.  "Committee"  means  tfce  States  Committee  for  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
"This  Island"  includes  the  Islands  of  Herm  and  Jethouj 

"Plant"  includes  trees  and  shrubs  and  the  fruit,  tubers,  bulbs,  corms, 
rhizomes,  roots,  layers,  out tings  and  other  parte  of  a  plant,  except  the 
seeds,  and  all  raw  vegetables,  including  tomatoes  but  not  including  potatoes. 

"Potato"  includes  potato  haulms,  leaves  and  stalks.

GENERAL  LICENSES 

1.  In  accordance  with  section  6  of  The  Plants  and  .Potatoes  Importation 
Ordinance  1951,  the  Committee  authorizes  in  General  License  (I. P. P.  Gen.  l/ 
1951)  the  landing  or  transhipment  in  the  Islands  of  Guernsey,  Herm,  or  Jethou 
of  consignments  of  the  following  plants  grown  in  any  European  country,  the 
United  States  of  America,  or  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

A.  All  living  plants  and  parts  thereof  (except  seeds,  flower  bulbs, 
corms,  tubers,  or  rhizomes.)  for  planting,  provided  each  consignment  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  in  the  required  form.

(General  Licenses,  cont'd) 

(a)  The  list  of  ornamental  plants  to  be  found  on  pages  10-12  of 
B.  E.  P.  Q.  kl6,   2d  Revision  and  Supplements  1  and  2,  buds  of  roses,  grafts 
of  apples,  pears  and  rhododendrons,  and 

(b)  Any  trees,  shrubs  or  plants  with  bare  or  balled  roots,  and 
cuttings  or  grafts,  landed  or  transhipped  between  the  16th  of  October  in 
any  year  and  the  31st  of  March  in  the  following  year,  must  be  accompanied 
by  certificates  in  the  form  of  the  Second  Schedule  (page  6  of  B.  E.  P.  Q.  kl6 
and  Form  B  of  the  Third  Schedule  (page  8).  The  former  must  contain  the 
statement  in  regard  to  prohibited  plants,  viz. :  "The  consignment  does  not 
contain  any  plant  of  the  genus  Castanea  or  of  the  genus  Populus  or  of  the 
genera  Abies,  Larix,  Plcea,  Pinus,  Pseudoteuga,  Sequoia,  Thuya,  and 

Tsuga  of  the  order  Pinaceae,  or  any  plant  of  sugar  beet  or  mangold  (Beta 
vulgaris  Linn.)  or  any  chrysanthemum  plants," 

B.  Flower  bulbs,  corms,  tuber  or  rhizomes  must  be  accompanied  by  the 
Second  Schedule  form  of  certificate  also  containing  the  above  statement  in 
regard  to  prohibited  plants, 

2.  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  License  shall  be  deemed  to  permit 
the  landing  or  transhipment  of  the  prohibited  plants  noted  above  or  potatoes 
from  the  United  States.  Canada,  or  Europe.

GENERAL  LICENSE  (I. P.P.  Gen.  2/1951 ) 

This  license  contains  identical  requirements  for  the  importation  of  apples 
and  fresh  vegetables  from  the  United  States  as  required  for  their  importa- 
tion in  other  parts  of  Great  Britain.

IMPORTATION  UNRESTRICTED 

The  importation  of  seeds  into  Guernsey,  Berm,  and  Jethou  is  unrestricted. 
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
